At Albany just now we are hay- 
ing ‘a fine illustration of the fact 
that nothing is too petty for a 
politician, BENJAMIN. FRANKLIN 
said that small. minds go ill with 
great empires, and the smaller- 
minded a politician is the more cer- 
tain is it that he will block the 
progress of big measures, THE 
TiMes has written, as have other 
newspapers of this city, about the 
importance of the proposed reform 
of our Municipal Court. The bill 
to effect it has been approved and 
urged by all the bar associations of 
New Ycrk and is regarded asa 
most desirable measure of judicial 
improvement by the ablest Judges 
of the Supreme Court and the Ap- 
pellate Division. With such influen- 
tial and disinterested backfhg the 
bill passed the Senate at Albany, 
but has been held up and apparently 
deadlocked in the Assembly. 

What are the reasons for. this op- 
position? Do the lawmakers think 
that the proposed act is wrong in 
theory? Do they object to the 
provision for a presiding Judge of 
the Municipal Court who shall have 
power to assign the other Justices 
to districts where they will be most 
useful, and thus help to make this 
court, closest in contact as it is 
with the greatest number of minor 
litigants in this city, more efficient? 
Nothing of this order is affecting 
the minds of Assemblymen at 
Albany, or leading them to place 
obstacles in the way of the passage 
of the bill. The whole difficulty 
arises ovr a question of patronage. 
One section of the proposed bill pro- 
vides that “ assistant clerks, stenog- 
“raphers, interpreters, attendants 
“and other employes in office when 
“this section takes effect shall con- 
“tinue in their respective positions.” 

Over this incidental clause the 
mighty battle rages. Are these sec- 
ondary officials to be in the classi- 
fied civil service or are they not? 
How many of them will be Republi- 
cans and how many Democrats? 
What is to be the bipartisan: divi- 
sion of these trifling spoils of of- 
fice? Until the powerful intellects 
in the Assembly caring for these 
minimum ‘things of the law can 
come to an agreement on who is to 
appoint whom, and what party is to 
have what, they will not permit the 
large and wholesome reform of the 
Municipal “Court to be made effec- 
tive by act of the Legislature.

THE “FRENCH 8 PER 'CENTS.” 

Redemption of the 8 per cent. 
French loan is in many ways highly 
interesting. For the first time a 
European Government has paid off 
a large American loan without re- 
course to American capital. Other 
European loans have been taken up 
at maturity through virtual refund- 
ing. This very loan was originally 
issued to provide for the French 
share in redemption of the 5 per 
cent. “ Anglo-French loan” of 1915, 
which fell due in October, 1920. It 
amounted, therefore, to extension of 
that earlier borrowing in America 
at a 3 per cent. higher interest rate. 

The $100,000,000 French 8 per 
cents thus placed were to run until 
1945. A stipulation was attached 
that they might, on notice, be re- 
deemed in advance of maturity at 
10 per cent. above the subscription 
price, gut no one took this seriously. 
The French Government’s program 
of that day did not contemplate re- 
duction of debt, but the placing of 
other foreign loans, and, in fact, 
$200,000,000 more was borrowed in 
America during the next few years. 
In 1923 the 8 per cents sold at 90; 
but the situation had changed in 
two important particulars by 1927. 
Qn the one hand, comprehensive re- 
form of the French public finances 
had greatly enhanced the Govern- 
ment’s credit; on the other, low 
money rates in America and pres- 
sure of investment funds had so far 
raised prices of foreign bonds as to 
reduce substantially the interest 
basis. Even the French 7% per 
cents had sold on our. Stock Ex- 
change at 116. 

Announcement last September, 
therefore, that the right to call in 
the French 8 per cents would be 
exercised caused no great surprise; 
but it was taken for granted that the 
redemption money would have to be 
raised through floating a new loan 
in America if our*Government per- 
mitted—perhaps at 6 or 6%. But 
in this respect also the French Gov- 
ernment fixed a new precedent for 
Europe’s post-war external bonds. 
It placed a new 5 per cent. loan for 
$75,000,000 (the amount of the 8 
per cerits still unredeemed) with a 
Swedish match company active’ in 
trade with France and used the pro- 
ceeds to redeem its American loan. 
That the Swedish company, through 
an affiliated American corporation, 
raised two-thirds of its own pur- 
chase-money on the New York mar- 
ket did not alter the fact of a higher

stances bonds of a prosperous Gov- 
ernment usually bring a better price 
in the home market than abroad. 
It can hardly be. said that such re- 
patriation has ‘become an ‘essential 
factor in the markets. Yet even in 
1926, a year when European finance 
and trade did not present the bright- 
est aspect, it is estimated that re- 
sale of foreign stocks and bonds to 
the foreign markets reached $2386,- 
000,000.' Not all European markets 
are in a position to effect such re- 
purchases; but individuals will al- 
ways shape their policy independent- 
ly of general-conditions, and the im- 
mense international flow and coun- 
ter-flow'of French capital in the last 
few years show. what the possibili- 
ties are.

BIRDS IN THE HAND. 


The Houston convention. is. over 
three months away, but Governor 
SMITH already has 140 delegates 
‘definitely ‘committed to: him, Min- 
nesota’s decision . following that of 
New Hampshire this week began to 
give a nation-wide character to the 
Smith following. Previously South 
Dakota and Idaho had declared their 
choice of New York’s candidate. 
These States will send fifty dele- 
gates to Houston, and New York's 
ninety have long been in the same 
bloc. Some idea of the diversity of 
the Smith support may be gained 
from the thought that his already 
chosen delegates come from the 
home State of the Volstead act, the 
home State of Senator Borau, the 
State where New England’s only 
Democratic President was’ born, the 
centre of the farm-relief movement, 
andthe State which ‘Mr. McApoo 
almost recommends putting under 
martial law because of its antipathy 
to prohibition. 

In its pre-convention tables the 
Smith campaign committee counts 
as practically in its ranks already 
Connecticut with 14, Rhode Island 
with 10, Maine with 12, Massachu- 
setts with 36, Illinois with 58, Mich- 
igan with 30, New Jersey with 28, 
Vermont with 8, Wisconsin with 26, 
and the lion’s share of Pennsylva- 
nia’s 76. These are by no means idle 
claims; political experts generally 
would agree with them; and they, 
with the 140 noted above, show how 
far the Smith campaign has pro- 
gressed. The Governor has said so 
little and done so little about it 
personally that the sudden material- 
ization of his strength comes with 
greater effect. He has left his State 
only once on a definite political er- 
rand and here are upward of 400 
delegate votes rallying under his 
standard. That is not.a majority, or 
anywhere near two-thirds, but it is 


ever came to a Democratic conven- 
tion. 

The latest news from Texas—that 
Governor Moopy will try to persuade 
the forty delegates from that State 
to insist upon a dry candidate and a 
dry platform—draws the battle-line 
closer. If Texas or the majority of 
its delegates stands earnestly behind 
her Governor, there is no doubt that 
the Smith movement will have 
harder sledding than otherwise, for 
the “Texas Forty” haye been fa- 
mous in their influence since the 
Baltimore convention.of,1912.

There have been hints that the con- 
test for supremacy between STALIN 
and TROTSKY may have had its 
repercussions: In the’ Ukraine, where 
TROTSKY was popular and his fellow- 
exile, RAKOWSKY, was long the head 
of the Government, it is suggested 
that: anti-Stalin sentiment may 
have expressed itself in the form of 
sabotage on the part of some -ex- 
perts. It would be:a parallel to the 
recent breakdown in the Soviet’s 
grain-collecting program which has 
been explained as: due in part to a 
lack of zeal on the part of local 
commissars imbued with pro-Trot- 
sky sympathies. ‘TROTSKY was ex- 
tremely popular in the. Don coal -re- 
gions as well.» An anti-Stalin strike 
by Russian experts in which some- 
how the German technicians became 
involved is among the possible reve- 
lations to come.

DISCONTENT IN PORTO RICO. 


President CooLinpGe’s letter to Gov- 
ernor TOWNER. of Porto: Rico clears 
the air of political misunderstanding. 
That should ‘bea service to the 
people of the islands engaged in 
trying to earn a living. The eco- 
nomic conditions do not make for 
contentment, and. native politiciens 
have taken advantage of them to 
serve their own ends. They already 
perceive that it was a blunder to 
ask Colonel LINDBERGH to convey to 
President COOLIDGE a “liberty ‘or 
death” message, in which the 
United States was arraigned for 
not granting freedom, “which we 
deserve and you have promised us.” 
The President. makes. short work of 
such a preposterous statement. 

“The United States,” he declares; 
“has made no promise to the peo- 
“ ple of Porto Ricc that has not been 
“more than fulfilled.” Every Gov- 
ernor, every Secretary of War who 
has visited the island has made it 
plain that Porto Rico would belong 
permanently to the United States, 
and that Statehood could not be 
thought of unt‘! education banished 
illiteracy. The following is explicit: 

The: Porto Rican: Government: at 

present exercises a greater degree 
of sovereignty over its own affairs 
than does the Government of any 
State or Territory. of the. United 
States. 

Internal revenue’ collected’ in the 
United States on Porto Rican prod- 
ucts is turned over to the: local Gov- 
ernment. Into ‘the. island. treasury 
also go custom duties collected in 
Porto Rico. ‘“‘ We have now in Porto 
Rico,” says’ Mr. ‘CooLIDGE, “‘a Gov- 
“ ernment in.which the participation 
“by Americans from the United 
“ States is indeed small.”

‘He put 
her picture in Scribner’s for ‘Feb- 
ruary, 1924, and told all about her 
in’ an accompanying article called 
“Trapping the Nerve Impulse.” His 
Cassiopea is a jelly-fish: She lives 
in a moat surrounding old Fort Jef- 
ferson off’ the Florida coast. © The 
late’*Dr. ‘ALFRED G. MAYER; director 
of the near-by Tortugas Laboratory 
of the Carnegie Institution, was 
the first to discover. her peculiar 
charm. He’ took from her the um- 
brella of muscle, covered with a net 
of primitive nerve tissue, which 
propels her so gracefully and _list- 
lessly through the warm Southern 
seas. Ruthlessly, in a dish of water 
on the table in his laboratory, he 
sliced off her tentacles and cut a 
round hole in the top of this diminu- 
tive. umbrella,’ leaving .a. ring’ of 
muscle and ‘nerve like a flattened 
doughnut. This was the nerve-im- 
pulse trap, which made the wounds 
of-Cassiopea famous! 

For.when .he touched her. the 
shiver now ran around the ring, in- 
stead of in all directions over the 
umbrella. But it ran both ways, 
and the waves met on the other side 
and canceled each other. Here came 
the touch of genius. . Before prod- 
ding her. again Dr. Mayer laid a 
glass -od heavily on the rim just to 
the left of the spot he was about to 
tickle. ‘This stopped the clockwise 
impulse. ‘Before the counter-clock- 
wise impulse could run all the way 
around the rim to the glass rod he 
lifted it. What happened? Prepare, 
as Mr. Hyde said to Dr. Jekyll’s 
friend Dr. Lanyon, for something 
that. may. well stagger the imagina- 
tion... Dr. MAYER’s. hand, like Mr. 
Hyde’s, must have trembled, for he 
knew that. he.was about to perform 
a miracle. The impulse went on for- 
ever, round and round! 

Professor HARVEY speaks of “ po- 
tential immortality ” and “ self-prop- 
“agative disturbances. which travel 
“without decrement.” He himself 
kept . clocked records of a single 
nerve impulse -which went around 
the rim of a disemboweled offspring 
of the original Cassiopea for eleven 
days without stopping. . Four hun- 
dred and fifty-seven miles! The 
greatest. non-stop flight in the his- 
tory of neurology, And ‘then the 
experiment. came to an end only 
because. the younger. Cassiopea’s 
muscles got tired recording the mes- 
sages, and because, being a recuper- 
ative body, she began to grow ten- 
tacles again, and they distracted her 
attention. But she had done her bit, 
this lowly handmaiden of science, 
allowing rough men to measure with 
marvelous. nicety. her nervous reac- 
tions. Surely she deserves a place 
in history beside Dr. CARREL’s bit 
of chicken heart.

Consideration of the program was 
concluded about 5:30. o’clock this 
afternoon, but a final vote today was 
forestalled because of a demand by 
Representative Blanton, Democrat, 
of Texas, who had fought the meas- 
ure covery foot of the way, that an 
engrossed copy of the bill, as 
amended, be read to the House, a3 
required by the rules.

Sparks from the first mill set off 
the 1,500 pounds of powder in the 
corning mill, 500 feet away, and a 
second explosion followed within fif- | 
teen seconds of the first.

Before the earth had ceased trem- 
bling from the second blast an even 
louder detonation shook the air as a 
ton of powder went off in the sorter 
mill. ite was killed in this blast. 

Dr. Charles H. Sproat, Coroner of 
Valley Falls, said that whether an 
inquest would be held depended upon 
a conference with the State officers. 
Dr. Sproat pointed out that all 
actual witnesses of the explosion had 
been killed. 

The loss at the Hercules company 
plant was estimated at $100,000. The 
force of the. explosions was felt for 
more than ten miles.’ Houses in Val- 
ley Falls were rocked, but escaped 
damage, a hill intervening between 
the mills: and town. 

The concussion followed the valley 
of the Hoosick River and struck the 
village of Schaghticoke, three miles 
to the north.

COOLIDGE RUMOR A FACTOR 


Report That He Will. Run After All 
Results in the Market’s Second 
Heaviest Day. 


New. York: Central appeared yes- 
terday as a new challenger for lead- 
ership of the stock market, running 
neck and neck with Gener<] Motors 
in an unexpected advance that 
touched off a new demonstration: in 
the general list on the New York 
Stock Exchange. 

Just when it seemed that the mar- 
ket was, about. to lose its. driving 
force through sheer weariness, New 
York Central became the focal point 
of a buying movement such as has 
not been duplicated in this conserva- 
tive issue in many months. More 
than 115,000 shares of the stock 
changed hands at constantly rising 
prices. At the close, 173%, it was at 
the highest level since 1901, showing 
a net gain on the day of 1M points. 
Yesterday’s final juotation was only 
1% points short of the 1901 peak. 

At 3 o’clock, when trading ended, 
the 4,215,840 shares outstanding were 
worth on the market just $30,943,800 
more than when the sensational run- 
up started five hours earlier. The 
entire issue was ‘“‘selling on the mar- 
ket’’ at $730,394,280, on the basis of 
the closing 'price. The reason for 
the advance was not explained to 
Wall Street’s satisfaction. There 
were unconfirmed reports that the 
dividend rate is to be raised from $8 
annually to $10. Brokerage’ inter- 
ests in commenting on this rumor 
emphasized also that the stock was 


selling out of line with the rest of the 
market. 


General Motors Also Gains. 

New York Central was not by any 
means the whole. show. General 
Motors had another violent advance 
in one of the largest turnovers 
since the current upturn. started. 
The net gain was 6 points, the top, 
169, being reached at the close. The 
day’ 8S apvreciation in the open 
market value of the 17,400,000 shares 
of General Motors outstanding was 
$104,400.000 and the total market 
value of the issue at the close was 

,940,600,000. The closing price was 
the highest at which the present 
stock ever has sold. 

Trading on the Stock Exchange 
was the second heaviest in history, 
reaching 3,910,695 shares, or only 


| 3. .835 shares less than the record of 


947,530 shares on Tuesday. THE 
New YoRK TIMES averages, embrac- 
ing fifty representative stocks, 
touched a new high, $186.79. At the 
close they stood at $186, which was 
53 cents above the previous record, 
$185.47, established Oct. 4, 1927. 

A large number of representative 
stocks followed New York Central 
and General Motors in their sensa- 
tional uprush. Allied Chemical & 
Dye, Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe, 
Case Threshing, Central Railroad of 
New Jersey, du Pont and Interna- 
tional Harvester—all blue chips— 
swung into action in feverish trad- 
pa Central Railroad of New Jersey 
leaped forward 19% points. Rossia 
Insurance, which has .a market 
reputation for dizzy flights, shot 
ahead 16 points, closing only a frac- 
tion under the day’s best price. 

It was the first time in the pres- 
ent movement that the market. was 
dominated almost. entirely by the so- 
called aristocrats of the list. Wall 
Street was delighted with this since 
it saw back of it evidences of buy- 
ing by ‘‘powerful interests.’’ There 
was little in the day’s news to ac- 
count for the market’s activity. One 
development that had been expected 
to dampen specilative enthusiasm 
was completely ignored. This was 
the announcement after the close. the 
day before that brokers’ loans had 
increased about $50,000,000 in the 
week ended Wednesday. 


Coolidge Rumor Spreads. 


A rumor, for which no verification 
was sought, was seized upon in the 
morning by professional traders com- 


mitted to the advance. This had to 
do with the possible candidacy of 
President Coolidge to succeed him- 
self: The report, after being sent 
over the wires of one brokerage 
house, spread throughout the finan- 
cial district and literally stood the 
speculative element on its head. This 
has been called a ‘“‘Coolidge mar- 
ket,’ so it was reasoned.that if the 
President was to run again the con- 
tinuance of the advance was assured. 
Buying orders poured in as the ru- 
mor spread and at one time the 
| Stock Exchange ticker was running 
28 minutes behind. It never actually 
caught up with the market. The 
last quotations were recorded at 3:15 
o’clock. 

So far as could be learned, Wall 
Street had no actual information as 
to any change in President Coolidge’s 

with respect to the nomina- 
tion. He had told. some of his in- 
timates, so the story went, that he 
would be available should the party 
insist upon nominating him. The 
unconfirmed rumor was sufficient to 
fire the speculative imagination. No 
confirmation was sought. 

The market was a screaming affair 
all day. At times it turned irregular 
under waves of profit-taking, but in 
the main it acted as if the line of 
least resistance ran upward. There 
were some indications of settle- 
ment in parts of the list at the close, 
but. the ‘eras majority. of the final 
quotations were ranged behind plus 
signs.

Hypnotism 
was originally used for operations, 
and if chloroform had not been dis- 
covered shorily afterward it would 
have been used much more exten- 
sively for that purpose, the lecturer 
said. It stili has its uses to prepare 
and calm the patient’s mind for an 
operation. 

“Tt is’ very importent that a 
patient - before undergoing an oper- 
ation should have his mind free from 
ear,”’ he continued, ‘“‘should con- 
trol his feelings and not struggle 
a the anesthetic. One of th 
best ways of bringing this about is 
to! give him suggestion treatment. 
It, may save the patient from nau- 
sea aiter the anesthetic. In many 
cases where the tients have 
dreaded the anesthetic more than 
the operation suggestion treatment 
has freed th from this fear.

The raid took placé Feb. 3, when 
prohibition agents followed an ex-

apartment. According to Mr. Alev- 
ra’s report at the time, the agents 
waved guns and cursed at Mrs. 
Alevra and the cook, frightening 
them both, as the result of which 
Mrs. Alevra was forced to take to 
her bed, having been just recovering 
from an illness.

Callaghan. Cargoes move to and from 
all ports of the world with New 
York as the terminal, which fact 
makes international cooperation nec- 
essary in checking the losses, he 
added.

More than 
one hundred steamship lines are rep- 
resented in this city and most of 
them have asked that the fight be 
carried on. The intercoastal confer- 
ence showed me yesterday when I 
explained the situation that its mem- 
bers felt the same’ way. Now we 
need the sipping ‘interests in all 
parts of this country and in the ship- 
pine centres of the world to coop- 
erate.”’ 

Interests represented on the New
